Jones, RFC chairman, directed that) in 
cases where the corporation's securi- 
ty will not suffer arid where such. ac- 
tion- is desired,' "extensions" be' grant- 
ed for as much , as five years from 
next January; 31. 


Jones told newspapermen that re- 


payments of RFC loans are. proceeding 
at such a rate as to idicate a contin- 
uation .of 'liquidation.

"that debtors use some of their money 
for current purposes, and to that end 
we shall aid in refinancing their short 
term loans into five-year paper."

"The cause of the trouble m the 


heavy industries is the sluggish re- 
investment of money. 


"You can't reduce the work hours 


unless the industries will agree. In- 
dustries should absorb their 1929 per- 
centage of workers—that was the basis 
o£ NRA. The consumer, retail «nd 
distribution industries are just about 
doing that now. In some of these the 
employment is above 1929. 


"Cutting the work week to 30 hours 


would increase costs to the consumer 
33 1-3 per cent. If you increase costs 
30 per cent you'll stagnate consump- 
tion and get a depression, that'll make 
your hair turn gray." 


To prove his 
argument, Johnson 


pointed to the cotton textile industry 
whose costs, he said, were increased 
100 per cent through the NRA, pro- 
cessing tax and other factors. He said 
this increase stagnated consumption, 
in that industry so that it never has 
recovered. 


Recalling that farmers had protest- 


ed higher prices on overalls under the 
cotton textile code, Johnson predicted 
that labor demands for a 30-hour 
week, with the higher consumer prices 
that would result, would bring to con- 
gress a "howl" of protest from agri- 
culture and the white-collared work- 
er."Higher prices cut consumption, ne 
said. "If you get a price low enough 
you can sell anything."
